By theſe Means, Sir, leaving, Major-General Doyle in the 
Command of the Troops at and about Cape Fown, amounting ta 
near 4009 Men, and Brigadier-General Campbell in the imme. 
diate Command of the Town, 1, on the Morning of the 16th 
Inſtant, reached Saldanha Bay, at the Head of the Advanced 
Guard, conſiſting of the Light Infantry, a Body of Hottentots, 
and Fifty of the 25th Light Dragoons, aſſiſted by Brigadier- 
General M*Kenzie, the Remainder of whoſe Corps, conſiſtin 
of the Grenadiers, the 78th and 8oth Battalions, Fifty more 
the 25th, and One Hundred of the 28th Light Dragoons, in 
all about 2500 Men, with Two Howitzers and Nine Field 
Pieces, arrived there alſo in an Hour after. 

In the mean Time the Admiral had returned to Falſe Bay, 
and on their receiving the firſt Accounts of the Enamy being 
in Saldanha Bay, had put to Sea again with the utmaſt Expe- 
dition; and we had the Satisfaction, from the Heights from 
whence we deſcended to the Shores of the Bay, to fee him, with 
all his Sails crowded, advancing with a fair Wind directly to 
the Mouth of the Harbour, though ſtill at ſome Diſtance. 
One of the Enemy's Frigates, which lay near the Shore to 
cover their Watering, cannonaded us very briſkly as we de- 
ſcended che Heights, though without Effect, and we returned 
their Fire with as little, having at that Time only Three 
Pounders with us; but a Howitzer being brought up, a few 
Shells were thrown with great Preciſion by Captain Robertſon, 
who would probably ſoon have deſtroyed her; but perceiving 
that our Fleet was then entering the Bay, and that there was no - 
Poſſibility of her eſcaping, 1 deſiſted from firing, thinking it 
more for His Majeſty's Intereſt that ſhe ſhould ſhare the Fate 
of the Remainder of the Squadron, the Capture-of which ap- 
peared to me to be inevitable, than that we ſhould Riſk the 
deſtroying of her, from a vain Punctilio of obliging her 10 
ſtrike to us. We then employed ourlelves in making the ne-

The Ships are all coppered, and in good Condition,. exc 
ing the Cabor, whoſe Rudder is defective.

It affords me the W e Satisfaction, therefore, to commu- 
nicate to my Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, that a 
Squadron of Ships belonging to the United States, under the 
Command of his Excellency Rear-Admiral Engelbertus Lucas, 
has ſurrendered to the Britiſh Force under my Command, con- 
ſiting of Three Ships of the Line, Two Fine Frigates, Two of 
28 Guns, and a Sloop of 18 Guns, all completely coppered, 
ſtored, and viQualled, together with a large ladened Store-Ship, 
the Names of which are deſcribed in the Incloſure No. 6, and 
— Britiſh Ships, to whom they are Prizes, on the Incloſure

The conſequent Joy of this fortunate Event is much aug- 
mented from the conſolatory Reflection on it's Accompliſhment 
without Effuſion of human Blood, or Injury to either of the 
Enemy's or Britiſh Ships, not a ſingle Shot having been fired. 

I muſt, however, beg Leave to obſerve, that any Refiſtante' - 
on the Part of the Enemy could only have occaſioned the wan- 
ton Sacrifice of a few Lives; and I doubt not, that had their 
Numbers been adequate to Contention, their Conduct would 
have confirmed the acknowledged Merit at all Times recorded 
to the Martial Spirit of Subjetts of the United States; and I
